A Growing Danger. 


Since (he coming of tlie automobile there In.1* been com- 


plaint, and complaint well grounded, against reckless driving 
of the machines. To the credit o|dnvers of this, the greatest 
highway conveyance in the world, it must be said that the reck- 
less are in the great minority. Most drivers run their machines 
with reasonable care, but there is-an element that flings care 
to the winds, men who send their machines over the roads 
without regard for their own safety or (lie safety of others. 


This has been considered a serious olTense, and it is, yet it 


is tame in comparison with a practice that is apparently on the! 
increase, that of running away after causing death or inflicting' 
serious injury. Cases of this kind are becoming altogether foo| 
common, reports of them appearing in the papers almost daily, j 
Several such cases were reported Monday morning. Among! 
them was that of a machine which struck a man who was] 
walking along the road,' inflicting injuries that will probably 
prove lalal, and speeding on without slopping to ask or an- 
swer any questions. Another was^hat of a load of young men 
moving at a high'rale of speed. 
Their machine struck one 


they were attempting to pass and turned il bollom side up. A 
baby was killed and several persons were injured, but the joy 
riders sped on as if nothing had happened. 


These are but samples of what is goi[,ig on practically every 


day. 
There are drivers oirthe roads who arc utterly indiffer- 


ent to danger. They risk (heir own lives and endanger the 
lives of others with the utmost abandon, wilh,llie result that 
many of (he mosl careful and considerate drivers and those 
riding wilh (hem are brought lo grief. When to Ibis (here1 is 
added the offense of running away without revealing (heir 
identity a mosl flagrant crime is committed, and (he courts will 
have to deal with il as such if it is ever lo be'suppiesscd. 


Leniency in such cases is not only out of place, buf posi- 


tively dangerous. If there is lo be safely on Ihe highways (he 
public must be protected againsl a class of daijedevils who are 
Hide bcller than deliberaie^murderers, and the first slep is lo 
treal Ihe offenders as they ought lo be treated. 
If Ihe abuse 


is condoned to any cxlenl il will continue lo grow until the 
roads will be unsafe for any one. They are too dangerous al- 
ready, and it is lime for the law lo come down on this crimijiaf 
recklessness with a hand so heavy thai its (ouch cannot possi- 
bly be mistaken.
